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RESPONSE TO OFFICE COMMUNICATION 

Sir: 

This Response is submitted in response to the Office Communication dated 
November 26^ 2004 in connection with the above-identified application. In the Office 
Communication, the Examiner asserts that the September 7 th 2004 amendment is not fully 
responsive insofar as the amendment does not include arguments pointing out specific 
distinctions believed to render the added claims 26-31 patentable over the applied references. 
The Applicant's respectfully disagree with the Examiner. 

Newly added claim 31 is an independent claim, which shares some of the 
features of claims 1 and 16 as amended. Arguments that point out the specific distinctions of 
the common features of claim 1,16, and 31 are provided at page 10, first paragraph, of the 
September 2004 amendment, which is attached hereto for your reference. Arguments that 
point out the distinctions of claim 31, in addition to the common features with claims 1 and 
16, are provided at page 10, second paragraph, of the September 2004 amendment. 

With regard to claims 26-30, these newly added claims are dependent on claim 
16. As noted above, arguments with respect to the distinctions of claim 16 are provided at 
page 10, first paragraph, of the September 2004 amendment. These arguments are therefore 
provided for dependent claims 26-30 by virtue of their dependency on claim 16. Moreover, 
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
